existed in a dark, slimy cellar under the Catholic 
Church of the Sacred Heart, in that village, where she 
was found dead on Sunday morning. : 

For two months rumors have béen floating about the

village that there was a ghost in the church. Boys who 
played about the edifice told their parents in awe- 
struck whisper that the place was haunted. A wild 
creature with gleaming eyes had looked at them from 
ove of the little cellar windows. Their parents 
laughed at the stories. Then the boys grew bolder, 
and when they saw the white, staring face again they 
threw stones at it. 

One evening a stone struck the window and the white 
face quickly disappeared. ‘I'wo of the boys, one a 
youth of fourteen, named Archer, and the other the 
eon of John Howland. janitor of the Grammar school 
opposite, told their fathers of the affair. One evening 
early in July Janitor Howland saw the face at the 
window, buiit never appeared again after the boys 
threw stones atit. Ashort while afterward Mr. How- 
land saw 2» woman come o:t of the basement of the 
church in the rear and go tothe pump near by to get 
water. Several times he saw her. He told David mw: 
formerly janitor of the church, about it. 

Kirby laughed, and told his friends that Howland 
was going daft. He saw spooks in the holy church, 
forsooth.

ridicule closed his mouth effectually, though the ap- 
parition troubled his mind. 

Father James T. Coles, pastor of the church, was 
sitting in his study Saturday nizht with his nephew, 
John Grady, who is the janitor of the church.

“We got a lantern and went tothe cellar,” said Father 
Coles. “Grady went first. ‘Here she is,’ he called, and 
I went over to a pile of evergreens ‘near the atairs. 
There lay the poor creature. She startled me at first 
with her large, staring eyes and fearful appearance, 
for she was a living skeleton. I saw she was dying, 
and I sent for Dr. Ferris. B 

** ‘Are you a Protestant?’ I asked. 

‘She shook her head. 

*“*ATe youa Catholic? 

** *Yes,’ came the whispered response. 

“{ asked her if she desired the last sacraments, and 
on her assenting@-by a nod Ladministered them. She 
no&ded her head again: when I asked her if she was 
Irigh, and then she died.” We pjaceii the voor creature 
upon a church cushion and carried her up stairs.” 

It is a fonl place, that cellar—dark, gloomy and grew- 
some. Two streams of water trickle through it, and 
moisture drips from fungus growth upon the 
stone walle. A dim, uncertain light filters fitfully 
through the long. cobweb covered windows. Hun- 
dreds of rats scurry about voldly, and thousands of 
worms crawl slimily about. There is a door in the rear 


of the basement. which leads to the yard. The key 
was on the inside, and turned easily. 

It was in this place that the woman had lived two 
months or more. 

She wore a dark striped plaid dress, black overskirt, 
white skirt and waist. They bore grimy evidence of 
contact with the wet clay on the bottom of the cellar. 
In parts they were knawed by the rats and worm-eaten, 
leaving ragged edges. Her feet were bare. The foliage 
of the evergreen branches had long since fallen away, 
and upon the bare twigs the woman had been lying 
for hours, perhaps days, unable to move, her frail 
body having pressed the branches into a sort of rough 
couch. Near her on.the ground was found a five-dollar 
bill covered with mold and half eaten away. A little 
russet leather baz, eontaining a pocketbook, in which 
was another five-dollar bill and thirty cents in silver, 
was also found. 

In the sachel was a letter addressed to Louis Turgis, 
a dealer in Catholic. books and images in Barclay

street. Articles of: underwear and a chawl strap were 
lying beside her. The rate and worms had nearly de- 
stroyed them... “Her shoes bore the mark of a Fifth 
avenue shoemaker. snd had evidently not been worn 
for weeks, as the insides were covered with mold., Not 
the slightest clue to her identity is revealed by any of 
these articles, and so far the body is wholly unidenti- 
fied. 

Dr. Goodwin’s autopsy showed the lungs to have been 
diseased. The stomach was terribly inflamed, and the 
woman had evidently not eaten food for many days. 
She had died of starvation. 

The emaciation of the woman’s body is something 
terrible to behold. The skin seems to be stretched 
over the bones like that ofa mummy. She had wasted 
away. Lying in the Morzue she appears to be about 25 
years old. Heavy masses of beautiful copper-colored 
hair are matted on her head.. Her eyes are very large 
and very blue, and even in death have not lost the 
frightened expression that made the villagers think 
herasghost. Her hands are slender and wel. formed. 
Around her neck were Catholic scapniars and an 
Agnus Dei. Her face is that of an intelligent Irish girl. 
Her clothing is that of a woman in comfortable cir- 
cumstances and of quiet tastes, 

The only clew to the woman’s arrival in Mt. Vernon 
is furnished by the boys playing about the church, 





who said that John Grady once drove the woman from 
thecburch. Father Coles’ said to the Press reporter 
that Grady told him he never saw the woman un- 
til last Saturday night. No one save Howland and the 
boys as mentioned ever s¢w the woman in Mt. Vernon 
before her discovery while dying. Only one or twoof 
those who live near the church had ever heard of her,
